ORANJESTAD, Aruba— A 
small plane carrying drugs 
crashed off the tiny Dutch 
island of Bonaire, killing 
a pilot and a passenger, 
authorities said Wednesday. 
Franklin Benito, a duty officer 
with the Netherlands Antilles 
Coast Guard, said the single¬ 
engine plane caught fire and 
exploded over the Caribbean 
Sea late Tuesday. 

Shortly after the plane took 
off from the tiny Dutch island, 
a witness reported seeing “a 
ball of fire in the air,” Benito 
said. 

Several bales of drugs were 
found floating amid the 
wreckage. Little was known 
about the plane, and authorities 
did not immediately disclose 
what type of drugs were 
found. 

The two dead men were not 
identified, and authorities 
were searching Wednesday 
for signs of other victims. The 
charred body of the pilot was 
found strapped to his seat. 
Bonaire is among the 
Caribbean islands used as a 
transit point by drug smugglers 
from South America. The 
island of 12,000 people is 
located about 50 miles (80 
kilometers) off the coast of 
Venezuela. □

Calling the bluff 


Dutch Justice Minister Ernst 
Hirsch-Ballin tried to address 
growing criticism over his 
proposed Kingdom Law on 
Movement of People during 
a meeting with Antillean 
Prime Minister Emily de 
Jongh-Elhage in Willemstad. 
He agreed to enter into 
consultations with the 
governments of Aruba, the 
Netherlands Antilles, Curasao 
and St. Maarten to look at 
possible improvements in the 
draft legislation. 

His statements did little to 
take away the concerns among 
particularly Curasao groups 
such as “Korsou Fuerte i 
Outonomo”. 

They still see the draft law 
as a veiled admittance and 
expulsion regulation for 
Antilleans in the Netherlands, 
which also opens up the 
possibility to send people 
living there who create 
problems back to the islands. 
For that matter, Hirsch-Ballin 
himself stated that his intention 
was to eliminate existing 
obstacles for Dutch citizens 


from Europe, the Antilles and 
Aruba to travel freely within 
the Kingdom. This creates the 
impression that the proposal 
may be inspired by the fact 
that the Antilles and Aruba 
for their part have always 
had admittance and expulsion 
regulations restricting the 
possibilities for European 
Dutchmen to settle and work 
on the islands, while there 
is no such regulation for 
Antilleans and Arubans in the 
Netherlands. 

This discrepancy could always 
be defended because of the 
size of the islands and their 
labour markets compared to 
that of Holland, but over 
the years the restrictions for 
European Dutchmen have 
been relaxed - also to attract 
Dutch pensioners, the so- 
called “penshonados” to 
the islands for economic 
reasons. Nevertheless, 

certain limitations still exist, 
as recently became evident 
in Aruba when European 
Dutchmen who had been on the 
island longer than six months 


were notified that they had 
overstayed their welcome. 
This continued discrepancy has 
given the Dutch Government a 
strong argument to introduce a 
Kingdom Law on Movement 
of People. State Secretary 
for Kingdom Relations Ank 
B ij le veld- S chouten said 

recently it would “level the 
playing field.” 

If the Antilles and Aruba 
were to remove the remaining 
restrictions for European 
Dutchmen, that argument 
would effectively be thrown 
out the window. 

The notion that people from 
Holland would flood the 
islands and take all jobs is 
in any case outdated at best, 
considering the much better 
salaries and secondary benefits 
in the Netherlands. 

We therefore propose that the 
Antilles and Aruba call The 
Hague’s bluff and indeed level 
the playing field by allowing 
Dutch Europeans to live and 
work on the islands without 
restriction, as is currently 
the case with Antilleans and 



Arubans in the Netherlands, inferior thinking that should

Objection to Kingdom law on the Movement of People 


WILLEMSTAD—The proposal for a Kingdom Law 
on the Movement of People is unacceptable, says 
foundation “Korsou Fuerte i Outonomo” (KFO) in an 
open letter to Dutch Minister of Justice Ernst Hirsch 
Ballin (CDA), while he was visiting Curasao. 

The foundation of professionals who had supported 
the “No” option in the recent constitutional 
referendum announced via the letter that they would 
not relent in their opposition to such a law. 

KFO pointed out to Hirsch Ballin that not only the 
Parliament of the Netherlands Antilles but the Island 
Council of Curasao had vigorously denounced the 
draft Kingdom Law in the meantime. 

“This intended legal regulation by the Netherlands is 
an example of the general tendency in your country, 


where these kinds of regulations are considered a 
solution to the problems with Antillean youngsters, 
without bearing in mind the human rights of those 
involved.” 

According to KFO, the citizens of the Antilles have 
free entry to the Netherlands. 

“The approach to the problems of a specific group or 
[of] high-risk youngsters in the Netherlands through 
a law that has legal force in the entire Kingdom is 
heavy artillery, and [is] not an appropriate means to 
solve a problem that is taking place in the Netherlands, 
and this so-called solution does not serve a legitimate 
purpose.” 

The foundation describes the leaked draft of the 
Kingdom Law as “another attempt to bar Antillean 


and Aruban Dutch citizens from the territory of the 
Kingdom in Europe, based on their origin.” 

This law follows the line of reasoning of the Antilleans 
Cross-reference Index VIA and the Repatriation 
Regulation, both of which had a repressive character, 
says KFO. 

“You even go as far as making it legally possible, in 
the framework of this law, to detain Antillean and 
Aruban Dutch citizens, while this had never been the 
case in the past. 

Even if the Council of State had given the green light, 
as happened in the past ... with VIA, as a nation 
we will never ever cease our opposition to such a 
law.’Q

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Dutch not worried about neo-colonialism charges 



THE HAGUE-The Dutch 
Government doesn’t fear 
accusations of neo-colonialism 
by leaving too little space for 
the BES islands Bonaire, St. 
Eustatius and Saba to manage 
their own affairs and giving 
the Kingdom Representative 
(Rijksvertegenwoordiger) too 
much power. 

Dutch State Secretary of 
Kingdom Relations Ank 

B ij le veld- S chouten stated 
this in a letter to the Second 
Chamber. The governing 

Christian Democratic Party 
CD A, of which Bijleveld- 
Schouten is a member, 

had questioned giving the 
Kingdom Representative 
too much authority, which 


the party referred to as “The 
Hague patronising.” 

“The impression that the 
Kingdom Representative gets 
a heavy role is correct, but this 
role is not being overdone. A 
number of responsibilities that 
the Kingdom Representative 
gets can be compared with 
those of the Representative 
of the Queen (Commissaris 
van de Koningin) and are the 
result of not placing the public 
entities under a province,” 
said the State Secretary. 

The decision to give the 
Kingdom Representative 
further reaching authority 
has to do with the “current 
political culture on the islands 
and the wish of the Dutch 


Government to improve and 
guarantee good governance in 
the public entities.” 

B ij le veld- S chouten however 
also sees the risks of having 
a Kingdom Representative on 
the small islands. “Considering 
the scale of the islands, the 
Kingdom Representative will 
not escape getting involved in 
local affairs. 

It will depend on the person 
to what extent he will keep 
the necessary space, just like 
the Governor. That is why 
the selection of a candidate 
for the position of Kingdom 
Representative will have to be 
done with utter carefulness.” 
The State Secretary didn’t 
fear a conflict of the Kingdom 
Representative with the Lt. 
Governor because of over 
overlapping tasks. 

“There is no overlap in 
authority. The situation is 
similar to that of municipalities 
where next to the mayor, 
the Provincial Executive 
(Gedeputeerde Staten) or the 
Representative of the Queen 
can inform the minister of 
decisions that they think 
should be annulled,” she said. 
Bijleveld-Schouten 
acknowledged that the 
approval of decisions to 
appoint, promote, suspend or 


GIBE power plant generators are 
on schedule for Oecember 

~ Criticism stings personnel ~ 


CAY BAY-The new GEBE power plant and 
the two new 11.5 megawatt generators are on 
schedule to be brought online in December. 
This will effectively solve the ongoing 
problems with capacity demands and power 
outages that have plagued the company, and 
consequently the public, for most of the year. 
GEBE’s Production Department Chief of 
Operations Kenrick Chittick provided a 
detailed briefing on the status of the new plant 
on Tuesday and assured that it should be fully 
operational by Christmas. 

Some necessary piping is being put in, the 
fire alarm and smoke detection systems have 
to be installed and some training exercises 
performed before the generators are brought 
online. 

In the midst of intense criticism, including the 
latest comments by Commissioner in charge 
of Energy Theo Heyliger directed at the GEBE 
management, the company’s personnel are 
working from 7:00am to 6:00pm, seven days 
a week, to deliver the much-needed additional 


power to St. Maarten. 

Commercial Manager Steve Duzanson said 
that while current criticism stung personnel, 
they didn’t take it personally and looked at 
it from a constructive point of view. “We 
understand the frustration from the public. 
We too are frustrated with the outages and the 
issues we are currently going through. But 
by December we will be in a better position 
when the engines come online,” he said. 
Chittick explained that the generators would 
have to go through some commissioning tests 
before they were put online. This is to ensure 
that, among many other technical matters, 
they meet the requirements of manufacturer 
Wartsila and GEBE, and meet required output 
levels. 

One major upgrade associated with the project 
is the use of an air-cooling or radiator-cooling 
system for which GEBE’s Managing Director 
William Brooks opted, as opposed to the sea 
water-cooling system the company now uses. 
The air-cooling system, which will eliminate 


dismiss island civil servants by 
the Kingdom Representative 
is a “heavy, but necessary 
instrument.” 

“It is general knowledge that 
political appointments of 
persons that don’t always have 
the necessary qualifications 
are a big problem in the 
Netherlands Antilles and 
Aruba.”

The Hague postpones 
Bonaire debt payment 

THE HAGUE—The Dutch Government has postponed payment 
of debts of Bonaire’s government, State Secretary of Kingdom 
Relations Ank Bijleveld-Schouten announced on Monday. 

The decision has to do with the uncertainty that has evolved 
after the course Bonaire’s new Executive Council has taken. 
Bijleveld-Schouten, through her spokesman on Monday, 
confirmed statements by Bonaire’s leader of government Jopie 
Abraham that she had stopped payment of NAf. 52 million to 
pay off debts to general pension fund APNA. 

“Bonaire’s position is totally unclear, after the new Executive 
Council seems to have made a fundamentally different choice 
than we had agreed on earlier,” stated Bijleveld-Schouten’s 
spokesperson. 

“We have an agreement with Bonaire that it will become part 
of the Netherlands as a public entity, together with Saba and 
St. Eustatius. If the Island Government suddenly chooses a 
free association, it effectively opts for independence,” the 
spokesperson added. 

The developments in Bonaire put the entire package of Bonaire 
as a public entity up for discussion. “It is only logical that the 
Netherlands puts things on hold until it is clear what Bonaire 
wants, especially when it concerns large amounts like the debt 
to APNA,” he said, but stressed that all other activities en route 
to October 10, 2010 would continue. 

“The State Secretary wants activities that directly benefit the 
people, like improvements in education and health care, to 
continue. The moratorium doesn’t include the Regional Service 
Centre RSC and the Committee for Financial Supervision 
CFT. 

In response to questions posed by Dutch Members of Parliament 
John Leerdam and Jan Boelhouwer, both of the Labour Party 
PvdA, Bijleveld-Schouten stated on Monday that it was up to 
Bonaire’s Island Council to hold a referendum. 

“But I do point out that it would not be in conformity with 
agreements if members of government or the Island Council 
were to put a different option to the people than the one followed 
in the current process to execute constitutional change,” stated 
Bijleveld-Schouten. 

According to the State Secretary, Bonaire’s Island Council and 
members of government committed to the current process. 
Bonaire’s delegation leader Ramoncito Booi had signed the 
Final Declaration of October 11, 2006, in which it was agreed 
that Bonaire, Saba and St. Eustatius would become part of the 
Netherlands as public entities in the sense of Article 134 of the 
Dutch Constitution. Bonaire’s Island Council had unanimously 
approved the Final Declaration in a meeting on October 17, 
2006. 
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DJ industrials pass 10,000 far 1st time in a year

NEW YORK - The Dow 
Jones industrial average has 
reclaimed 10,000 for the first 
time in a year. 

The Dow crossed five figures in 
afternoon trading Wednesday, 
seven months after it hit a 12- 
year low of 6,547.05 on March 
9. The comeback by the stock 
market’s best-known indicator 
is the most visible sign yet that 
investors believe the economy 
is indeed recovering from the 
financial crisis and recession. 
Cheering erupted from traders 
on the floor of the New York 
Stock Exchange as stocks 
briefly moved above the 
psychological barrier. The 
Dow fell back into the 9,990 
range in the normal ebb and 
flow of trading. 

“People feel more comfortable 
and feel like there’s less risk 


in the market when you get 
above a psychological point 
like 10,000,” said Carl Beck, 
a partner at Harris Financial 
Group. 

Upbeat earnings reports from 
chip maker Intel Corp. and 
banker JPMorgan Chase & 
Co. Wednesday gave the Dow 
its final push past 10,000. 
Investors are increasingly 
shaking off lingering 
doubts about the economy. 
However, analysts still warn 
that problems like rising 
unemployment and a weak 
housing market pose a threat 
to a solid recovery. 

The Dow is now up 53 percent 
from its March low. But it 
remains 29 percent below 
its peak of 14,164.53 hit in 
October 2007. 

The index first finished above 
10,000 on March 29, 1999, in 
the midst of a powerful rally 
that ended with the dot-com 


bust at the start of this decade. 
Stocks then fell below that 
mark last October as investors 
sold stocks in a feverish panic 
following the downfall of 
Lehman Brothers. 

The latest round of earnings 
reports, which will continue 
to pour in over the next few 
weeks, are the key to keeping 
the market’s rally alive, 
analysts say. If earnings fall 
short of expectations, stocks 
could stumble. 

JPMorgan Chase, the first 
major bank to report third- 
quarter earnings, stoked the 
market’s optimism as it easily 
beat Wall Street’s expectations, 
reporting a profit of $3.59 
billion for the July-September 
period. 

The bank also achieved record 
year-to-date revenue. 

Investors didn’t seem fazed 
that JPMorgan, considered 
one of the strongest financial 
institutions throughout the 
financial crisis, doubled the 
amount of money it set aside 
during the quarter to cover 
failed home and credit card 
loans. 

“Better-than-expected is a 
win,” said Peter Schwartz, 
principal at Gregory J. 
Schwartz & Co. “People’s 
expectations have been 
calibrated to buffer some of 
the bad news.” 

Intel also beat analysts’ 
estimates, reporting a smaller- 
than-expected drop in profits 
and sales after the market 
closed Tuesday. The leading 
chip maker said it expects 


sales in the final period of the 
year to top projections, raising 
hopes that the computer 
market is improving. 

Together, the reports quieted 
fears that major U.S. 
companies won’t be able to 
boost profits through sales 
growth and not just massive 
cost-cutting, which was a main 
driver behind the improvement 
in second-quarter results. 

The Dow rose 115.02, or 1.2 
percent, to 9,986.08 after 
trading as high as 10,001.58. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index rose 14.11, or 1.3 
percent, to 1,087.30, and 
the Nasdaq composite index 
rose 24.16, or 1.1 percent, to 
2,164.05. 

Three stocks rose for every 
one that fell on the New York 
Stock Exchange, where 328 
stocks hit new 52-week highs 
and only two hit new lows. 
Volume on the NYSE came 
to 689.1 million shares, 
compared with 591.8 million 
at the same time on Tuesday. 
Investors displayed little 
reaction to minutes from the 
Federal Reserve’s last meeting 
that indicated policymakers 
were conflicted over whether 
to expand or trim a program 
intended to drive down 
mortgage rates and support 
the housing market. 

Fed Chairman Ben Bernanke 
and his colleagues agreed 
to slow down the pace of a 
$1.25 trillion program to buy 
mortgage securities from 
Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac. 
Instead of wrapping up the 


purchases by year-end, the 
Fed last month said it would 
do so by the end of March. 
The strong results from 
JPMorgan helped alleviate 
worries about banks prompted 
the day before when a 
prominentanalystdowngraded 
Goldman Sachs Group Inc. 
JPMorgan rose $1.43, or 
3.1 percent, to $47.09, its 
highest level in a year. Intel 
shares gained 39 cents, or 1.9 
percent, to $20.88. 

The ICE Futures U.S. dollar 
index, which tracks the dollar 
against other major currencies, 
fell 0.5 percent, after earlier 
hitting its lowest point since 
August 2008. 

Oil jumped 78 cents to 
$74.93 a barrel on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange, 
after earlier rising as high as 
$75.40. 

Bond prices fell as stocks 
soared. The yield on the 10- 
year Treasury note rose to 3.38 
percent from 3.35 percent late 
Tuesday. 

Third-quarter earnings, 

especially reports from major 
banks, are the market’s focus 
this week. Goldman Sachs 
and Citigroup Inc. will report 
Thursday, followed by Bank 
of America Corp. on Friday. 
Stronger bank earnings were 
a big factor behind the huge 
stock rally this spring and 
summer, which pushed the 
S&P 500 index up 60 percent 
since hitting a 12-year low in 
early March. The KBW Bank 
Index, which tracks 24 of the 
largest U.S. banks, has risen a 
massive 143.3 percent since 
then. 

With stocks having run up 
so much, investors have long 
been bracing for a significant 
pullback. But any retreats 
in stocks have been modest 
— less than 10 percent — and 
brief. 

The market continues to feed 
on its own momentum. 

“I think what’s happened is 
you had all these people sitting 
on the sidelines waiting for 
the correction to come,” said 
Peter Schwartz, principal at 
Gregory J. Schwartz & Co. 
“But as time goes by and 
we haven’t had any major 
pullbacks, these people sitting 
on the sidelines are finally 
pulling the trigger saying, 4 1 
can’t wait any longer.’ “ □

Fed officials were conflicted 
over revival program

WASHINGTON - Amid uncertainties 
about strength of the budding recovery, 
Federal Reserve policymakers last month 
were conflicted over whether to expand or 
cut back a program intended to drive down 
mortgage rates and prop up the housing 
market, according to a document released 
Wednesday. 

In the end, Fed Chairman Ben Bemanke and 
his colleagues agreed to slow down the pace 
of a $ 1.25 trillion program to buy mortgage 
securities from Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac. 
Instead of wrapping up the purchases by the 
end of this year, the Fed said it would do so 
by the end of March. 

But minutes of the Fed’s closed-door 
deliberations on Sept 22-23, revealed some 
members thought “an increase” in the 
mortgage securities buying program could 
help the economy recover more quickly. 
Another member believed “a reduction” was 
warranted because the recovery was showing 
signs of picking up. 

The minutes don’t identify speakers by name, 
but rather seek to provide a more detailed 
account of the Fed’s discussions. 

The central bank last month also agreed to 
slow down purchases of $200 billion in debt 
from Fannie and Freddie, although there were 
no fractured thoughts on that action. 

At the same time, the Fed held its key bank 
lending rate at a record low near zero. It 
pledged to hold it there for an “extended 
period” to nurture the recovery. Fed 
policymakers “judged that the costs of growth 
turning out to be weaker than anticipated 
could be relatively high,” according to the 
minutes. 

The Fed left open the possibility of expanding 
or scaling back its programs depending how 


economic and financial conditions unfold. 
Among the issues on policymakers’ minds 
was how the economy will hold up once 
government supports — including President 
Obama’s $787 billion stimulus package of 
tax cuts and increased government spending 
— fade. 

Fed policymakers “expressed considerable 
uncertainty about the likely strength of the 
upturn once those supports were withdrawn 
or their effects waned,” according to the 
minutes. 

The housing market led the country into 
recession. It needs to get back on stronger 
footing for the national economy to return 
to full health. Home sales have firmed, 
helped by low mortgage rates and an $8,000 
tax credit for first-time home buyers, Fed 
officials noted. That credit is scheduled to 
expire at the end of November. 

Another concern is how consumers — 
whose spending accounts for 70 percent of 
all economic activity — will hold up in the 
months ahead given job cuts, the loss of 
wealth from housing and stocks hit by the 
recession, and hard-to-get credit. 

Households still face “considerable 
headwinds,” the minutes said. 

Not only are consumers likely to be cautious 
spenders, but businesses indicated they 
would be “cautious in hiring and investing 
even as demand for their products picked 
up,” according to the minutes. 

Against this backdrop, “the economic 
recovery was likely to be quite restrained,” 
and the labor market will log “only a slow 
improvement,” Fed officials believed. 

The nation’s unemployment rate — now at 
a 26-year high of 9.8 percent — will drop to 
9.25 percent by the end of 2010, the Fed said. 
It will fall to about 8 percent by the end of 
20110 


Bank regulators: real estate 
loans biggest concern

WASHINGTON - Rising losses on commercial real estate 
loans will continue to hurt U.S. banks in coming months and 
pose the biggest challenge for many financial institutions and 
their overseers, regulators said Wednesday. 

Real estate loans will continue to be “the most prominent 
area of risk” for banks over the next several quarters, Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corp. Chairman Sheila Bair told lawmakers 
in testimony prepared for a Senate hearing. 

With more than 7 million jobs lost in the recession, office space 
has sat empty and developers have defaulted on their loans. 
The $6.2 billion in loans backed by commercial properties that 
banks wrote off as lost in the past two years will likely grow 
sharply as more loans come due, Bair said. 

Bair and U.S. Comptroller of the Currency John Dugan also 
disputed accusations by some lawmakers and bankers that 
regulators have been telling banks to restrain lending in the 
high-risk climate. 

“This is not the case,” Bair said in her testimony for the hearing 
by the Senate Banking subcommittee on financial institutions. 
“The FDIC provides banks with considerable flexibility 
in dealing with customer relationships and managing loan 
portfolios. I can assure you that we do not instruct banks to 
curtail prudently managed lending activities.” 

Ninety-eight U.S. banks have failed so far this year, many 
succumbing under the weight of failed real estate loans. The 
number of banks on the FDIC’s confidential “problem list” 
jumped to 416 at the end of June from 305 in the first quarter. 
That’s the highest number since June 1994 in the wake of the 
savings and loan crisis. Experts say as many as 400 more banks 
could fail in the next couple of years. 

“The greatest challenge facing many banks and their supervisors 
is the continued deterioration in commercial real estate loans,” 
Dugan, whose Treasury Department agency oversees some 1,600 
nationally chartered banks, said in his prepared testimony. 
Commercial real estate loans and lending for construction and 
development are a significant focus of federal examiners in the 
field, the regulators said. 

Dugan also stressed the importance for national banks of the 
continued rising losses on credit cards, with loss and delinquency 
levels reaching records. Some banks have reduced customers’ 
credit lines or raised interest rates on accounts in response to 
increased delinquencies and the overall economic climate, he 
added. □

20 percent, and a tsunami of foreclosures continues unabated- 
-what we have on our hands is nothing less than a national 
emergency. 

That’s why it’s so critical that good thinkers and progressive 
activists are on top of this, paying attention to the human costs 
of this Great Recession. 

“I consider President Obama to be in the situation of having 
inherited a burning apartment building,” said Lawrence Mishel, 
president of the Economic Policy Institute (EPI), testifying 
before Congress. “He proceeded to gather all the available fire 
trucks and douse the fires in half the floors.” 

Mishel went on to describe the need now for a strengthened 
safety net, more fiscal relief to state and local governments to 
avoid further layoffs, a public service jobs program to benefit 
local communities, a job creation tax credit for every new hire, 
and greater spending on infrastructure. 

Quicker than the deficit hawks can say “What about the debt?”- 
-consider these smart words from former Labor Secretary 
Robert Reich. “When one out of six Americans is unemployed 
or underemployed, this is no time to worry about the debt,” he 
writes. Reich describes how critics once said future generations 
would be paying for FDR’s debt due to Depression and World 
War II spending. But when the economy recovered and people 
were working and paying taxes again in the 1950s, “FDR debt 
had shrunk to almost nothing.” 

Reich proposes a WPA-style jobs program, with spending “on 
roads and bridges and schools and parks and everything else we 
need.” 

It’s clear the jobs situation would be far worse without the 
administration’s recovery package—EPI estimates it is saving 
or creating between $200,000 and $250,000 jobs per month. 
But as many of us at The Nation, and other progressive voices 
said at the time, it simply didn’t go far enough. 

By all accounts the Obama administration is now setting its 
sights on new measures aimed at job creation. Hopefully it will 
get Treasury Secretary Geithner and others to spend a little less 
time working their speed dials to talk to Big Finance CEOs, and 
more time speaking with hard-working people who can’t find 
work. 

As The Nation’s lead editorial reads this week, “Except for a 
military threat, no issue confronting a president is more serious 
than widespread unemployment. Without movement toward job 
creation, many Congressional Democrats could find themselves 
on the unemployment line after the 2010 election.” Q 


Can Obama Rise to Harding’s level?

Creators Syndicate - Picture this: It is midnight 
on Nov. 4, 2009. The previous day’s elections 
in Virginia, New York’s 23rd congressional 
district, and New Jersey have all been won 
by Republicans. Health reform is stalled. 
The latest employment numbers are still 
dismaying. President Obama cannot sleep. 
He paces the halls of the White House and 
comes upon a portrait of Warren Harding. 
Since President Obama is nothing if not a 
receptacle of received understanding, he would 
probably snort “Harding! What a disaster he 
was! Cronyism. Laissez-faire economics. 
Corruption. Incompetence.” 

Well, it’s true that Teapot Dome and other 
scandals engulfed the Harding administration 
in 1923. 

And that’s pretty much all that popular 
histories remember about the 29th president. 
Harding died in office before he could restore 
his reputation. But if his portrait could talk, it 
might remind President Obama of a few things 
he could take to heart. 

When Harding took office in 1921, the U.S. 
economy was in a far worse depression than 
President Obama inherited. A savage inflation 
had eroded buying power and unemployment 
stood at 20 percent. The U.S. had suffered more 
than 116,000 dead and 205,000 wounded in the 
war. Additionally, 650,000 mostly young and 
productive Americans had been killed by the 
Spanish flu. Between 1920 and 1921, GDP had 
declined 24 percent from $91.5 billion to $69.6 
billion. Civil liberties had been trampled under 
the Wilson administration. Wilson had jailed 
socialist leader Eugene V. Debs, for example, 
for opposing the U.S. role in World War I. 
“With the exception of Lincoln,” wrote The 
Nation magazine, “probably no president in 
our national history has taken office with as 
pressing a burden of unresolved questions.” 
With advice from Treasury Secretary Andrew 
Mellon, President Harding set about reducing 
the government’s role in the economy. He cut 
federal spending from the bloated Wilsonian 
level of $6.3 billion in 1920 to $5 billion in 
1921, and then to $3.2 billion in 1922. Federal 


taxes were cut from $6.6 billion in 1920 to $5.5 
billion in 1921 and $4 billion in 1922. Unlike 
his Commerce Secretary, Herbert Hoover, 
an enthusiast of government intervention in 
the economy who pushed for a Conference 
on Unemployment, Harding believed that 
“we need vastly more freedom than we do 
regulation.” 

Harding, a Republican, not only pardoned and 
freed the socialist Eugene Debs, who had been 
prosecuted by the Democrat Wilson; he invited 
Debs to the White House. 

Within a few months of the Harding economic 
reform plan passing Congress, the economy 
began to revive. By 1922, the GDP had jumped 
to $74.1 billion and would continue its dramatic 
rise every year until 1930. Unemployment 
plunged to 6.7 percent and continued to drop. 
In 1926, the unemployment rate reached 1.6 
percent, a record unmatched in peacetime. The 
Roaring ‘20s were on. 

President Obama and others of a social 
Democrat cast of mind tend to remember the 
‘20s only by the way they closed. But that period 
of prosperity was a remarkable achievement for 
any nation. As Jim Powell, author of “FDR’s 
Folly,” noted (quoting historians Richard 
Vedder and Lowell Galloway): “’The seven 
years from the autumn of 1922 to the autumn 
of 1929 were arguably the brightest period in 
the economic history of the United States. 
Virtually all the measures of economic well¬ 
being suggested that the economy had reached 
new heights in terms of prosperity and the 
achievement of improvements in human 
welfare. 

Real gross national product increased every 
year, consumer prices were stable (as measured 
by the consumer price index), real wages rose 
as a consequence of productivity advance, 
stock prices tripled. Automobile production 
in 1929 was almost precisely double the level 
of 1922. It was in the twenties that Americans 
bought their first car, their first radio, made 
their first long-distance telephone call, took 
their first out-of-state vacation. This was the 
decade when America entered ‘the age of mass 
consumption.

Art experts find possible 
new Leonardo drawing

TORONTO - A new portrait 
by Leonardo da Vinci may 
have been discovered thanks 
to a centuries-old fingerprint. 
Peter Paul Biro, a Montreal- 
based forensic art expert, said 
that a fingerprint on what 
was presumed to be a 19th- 
century German drawing of a 
young woman has convinced 
art experts that it’s actually a 
Leonardo. 

Canadian-born art collector 
Peter Silverman bought 
“Profile of the Bella 
Principessa” at the Ganz 
gallery in New York on behalf 
of an anonymous Swiss 
collector in 2007 for about 
$19,000. New York art dealer 
Kate Ganz had owned it for 
about 11 years after buying it 
at auction for a similar price. 
One London art dealer now 
says it could be worth more 
than $150 million. 

If experts are correct, it will 
be the first major work by 
Leonardo to be identified in 
100 years. 

Ganz doesn’t believe it is. 
“Nothing that I have seen or 
read in the past two years has 
changed my mind, I do not 
believe that this drawing is 
by Leonardo da Vinci,” Ganz 
told The Associated Press on 
Wednesday. 

She declined to comment 
further. 

Biro said the print of an index 
or middle finger was found on 
the artwork and that it matched 
a fingerprint from Leonardo’s 
“St. Jerome” in the Vatican. 
Biro examined multispectral 
images of the drawing taken 
by the Luminere Technology 
laboratory in Paris. The lab 
used a special digital scanner 
to show successive layers of 
the work. 

“Leonardo used his hands 
liberally and frequently as 
part of his painting technique. 
His fingerprints are found 
on many of his works,” Biro 
said. “I was able to make use 
of multispectral images to 
make a little smudge a very 
readable fingerprint.”

evidence also point to it being 
a Leonardo. Biro said there’s 
strong consensus among art 
experts that it is a Leonardo 
painting. 

“I would say it is priceless. 
There aren’t that many 
Leonardos in existence,” Biro 
said. He said he had heard 
that one London dealer felt it 
could be worth 100 million 
British pounds (more than 
$150 million). 

Silverman said his Swiss 
friend saw it first and told him 
it didn’t look like 19th century 
artwork. When Silverman 
took a look at at the Ganz 
gallery in 2007, he thought it 
might be a Leonardo, although 
that seemed far-fetched. He 
hurriedly bought it for his 
Swiss friend and then started 
researching it. 

“Of course you say, 6 Come 
on, that’s ridiculous. There’s 
no such thing as a da Vinci 
floating around,”’ Silverman 


said in a telephone interview 
with The Associated Press. 
“I started looking in the 
areas around da Vinci and all 
the people who could have 
possibly done it and through 
elimination I came back to da 
Vinci.” 

Last year, Silverman bumped 
into Nicholas Turner, a former 
curator of drawings at the 
J. Paul Getty Museum and 
the British Museum. Turner 
said it was a Leonardo and 
other leading art experts have 
backed it up as well. 

Silverman said thanks to 
the fingerprint image at 
the Luminere Technology 
laboratory it was confirmed. 
“That was icing on the cake,” 
he said. 

Silverman describes the Swiss 
private collector as a very rich 
man who has promised to buy 
him “lunch and dinner and 
caviar for the rest of my life if 
it ever does get sold.’Q

NEW YORK - The airport 
shuttle driver accused of 
plotting a bombing in New 
York had contacts with al- 
Qaida that went nearly all the 
way to the top, to an Osama 
bin Laden confidant believed 
to be the terrorist group’s 
leader in Afghanistan, U.S.

network, used a middleman 
to contact Afghan immigrant 
Najibullah Zazi as the 24- 
year-old man hatched a plot 
to use homemade backpack 
bombs, perhaps on the city’s 
mass transit system, the two 
intelligence officials said. 
Intelligence officials declined 
to discuss the nature of the 
contact or whether al-Yazid 
contacted Zazi to offer simple 
encouragement or help with 
the bombing plot prosecutors 
say Zazi was pursuing. 
Al-Yazid’s contact with 
Zazi indicates that al-Qaida 


leadership took an intense 
interest in what U.S. officials 
have called one of the most 
serious terrorism threats 
crafted on U.S. soil since the 
9/11 attacks. “Zazi working 
with the al-Qaida core is 
exceptionally alarming,” 
said Daniel Bynam of the 
Brookings Institution’s Saban 
Center. “The al-Qaida core is 
capable of far more effective 
terrorist attacks than jihadist 
terrorists acting on their own, 
and coordination with the 
core also enables bin Laden to 
choose the timing to maximize 
the benefit to his organization.” 
U.S. intelligence officials said 
earlier that Zazi had contact 
with an unnamed senior al- 
Qaida operative. That helped 
distinguish Zazi from other 
would-be terrorists who have 
acted on their own in planning 
or attempting U.S. attacks. 

The officials, speaking on 
the condition of anonymity 
because the case remains 
under investigation, declined 
to describe al-Yazid’s specific 
interaction with Zazi, who 
has pleaded not guilty to 
conspiring to use weapons 
of mass destruction. But 
one senior U.S. intelligence 
official said the contact 
between Zazi and the senior 


al-Qaida leader occurred 
through an intermediary, ust 
weeks before U.S. intelligence 
officials identified Zazi as 
a possible terrorist threat in 
late August, John Brennan, 
President Barack Obama’s top 
domestic terrorism adviser, 
told a Washington audience 
that “another attack on the 
U.S. homeland remains the top 
priority for the al-Qaida senior 
leadership.” U.S. intelligence 
officials and prosecutors have 
said that Zazi was recruited 
and trained by al-Qaida. They 
say he and others traveled last 
year to Pakistan to receive the 
training. Prosecutors say Zazi, 
during meetings with federal 
investigators before his 
arrest last month, “admitted 
that he received instructions 
from al-Qaida operatives on 
subjects such as weapons and 
explosives” during his trip to 
Pakistan. Zazi, who is being 
held without bond in New 
York while awaiting trial, has 
denied receiving al-Qaida 
training or visiting one of the 
group’s training camps. He 
said before his arrest that he 
traveled to Pakistan to see his 
wife, who lives in Peshawar. 
In court documents, 
prosecutors say Zazi is linked 
to three e-mail accounts that he 


used to pursue his bomb plot. 
Investigators say they found 
nine pages of handwritten 
bomb-making instructions 
when searching two of the e- 
mail accounts. The notes were 
sent to the e-mail accounts 
while Zazi was in Pakistan last 
year, prosecutors say. 

The bomb, which can be made 
ofhydrogen peroxide and flour, 
is similar to the explosives 
used by terrorists in the 2005 
London subway bombings 
that killed 52 people. 
Prosecutors say Zazi accessed 
the bomb-making instructions 
and downloaded them on to 
his computer after moving to 
the Denver area in January. In 
a Colorado hotel suite in early 
September, Zazi contacted 
someone “on multiple 
occasions” for help correcting 
mixtures of bomb ingredients, 
“each communication more 
urgent in tone than the last,” 
court papers say. 

Al-Yazid, 53, also known 
as Abu Saeed al-Masri and 
Sheikh Said, is a well-known 
al-Qaida figure who initially 
disagreed with bin Laden’s 
9/11 plot, according to the 9/11 
Commission Report. Al-Yazid 
was known at the time of the 
attack as head of al-Qaida’s 
finance committee.Q 


lawyer: Hijacking suspect sought return for years

NEW YORK - A U.S. citizen 
accused of hijacking a plane 
from New York to Cuba in 
1968 had been trying to return 
to the United States for years, 
his lawyer said Wednesday. 
The attorney, James Neuman, 
said outside court that Luis 
Armando Pena Soltren had 
approached U.S. authorities in 
Cuba for several years about 
returning to the United States 
before finally arriving on a 
commercial flight Sunday, 
when he was arrested. 

“He wanted to return here. He 
wanted to face these charges,” 
Neuman said of his client, 
who appeared in U.S. District 
Court in Manhattan for a brief 
pretrial hearing Wednesday. 
“I don’t know why it took 
the time it did to arrange the 
transfer.” 

Pena Soltren, 66, pleaded 
not guilty a day earlier to 


conspiracy to commit air 
piracy and kidnapping, 
interference with flight crew 
members, aircraft piracy and 
kidnapping. If convicted, he 
could face life in prison. Two 
others who pleaded guilty to 
lesser charges in the case in 
the 1970s were sentenced to 
15 years or less. 

An indictment returned in 
December 1968 charged Pena 
Soltren and two others with 
using pistols and large knives 
to force the pilots of Pan 
American Flight 281 to divert 
their San Juan, Puerto Rico- 
bound flight from John F. 
Kennedy International Airport 
to Havana instead. 

The November 1968 flight 
had 103 passengers and crew 
aboard. 

Neuman said he was not aware 
of any deals his client might 
have made with authorities 
in Cuba or the United States 
before he arrived at the same 


airport where he was accused 
of boarding the flight 41 years 
ago. 

But he said he had only 
spoken to Pena Soltren for 
little more than an hour over 
two days and most of that 
time was spent explaining 
court documents and the law 
through a translator.

The lawyer said Pena Soltren 
has a wife and four daughters. 
He said his client had worked 
in agriculture “in the fields” in 
Cuba and had a rudimentary 
understanding of English. 

He said he appeared to be fit. 
“He does not have a history 
of emotional or physical 
problems that I’m aware of. I 
have not asked him his state of 
mind,” he said. 

In court Wednesday, Assistant 
U.S. Attorney Ryan Poscablo 


told Judge Alvin K. Hellerstein 
that the evidence against Pena 
Soltren includes a letter he 
wrote, but he did not provide 
any details. Neuman said he 
knew nothing about a letter. 
Poscablo said the active case 
file had very little in it.

In a photo for the cover of 
People magazine’s latest issue 
due out on Friday, a smiling 
Dugard appears above the 
headline: “I’m so happy to be 
back.” 

The photo of a beaming Dugard 
bears a strong resemblance to 
the more familiar image of the 
11 -year-old abducted schoolgirl 
that once adorned missing 
posters. Dugard’s formerly 
blonde hair is now chestnut 
brown, but her smile and blue 
eyes remain the same. 

In a brief story accompanying 
the photo, People reported 
that Dugard has begun a 
slow process of recovery 
and has spent her time riding 
horses, cooking meals and 
is considering working on a 
book. 

“I’m so happy to be back with 
my family,” Dugard was quoted 
as saying. 

Terry Probyn’s step-mother 
Joan Curry meanwhile revealed: 
“They live a surprisingly 
normal life, considering the 
circumstances.” 

A spokeswoman for the family, 
Erika Schulte, told ABC 
television’s “Good Morning 
America” that Dugard had 
broken her silence to show the 
world she was recovering from 
her ordeal. 

“She has such a deep 
appreciation for this new life 


that she’s embarking on,” 
Schulte said. 

“She did want to thank everyone 
and really let everyone see how 
happy she is and how much 
she’s enjoying this and how 
happy she is to be home.” 

In a separate interview with 
CBS television’s “Early Show,” 
Schulte spoke of Dugard’s 
delight at being reunited with 
her family once more. 

“She just radiates. I was thrilled 
when I saw the photo because it 
was the perfect representation 
of what she looks like and it 
speaks to her joy with being 
with her family now and 
looking forward to her new 
life,” Schulte said. 

“She’s a grown-up, she’s a 
mother and a sister and a 
daughter. And it’s amazing to 
just be in the presence of all of 
that. “And if you walked into 
the room and didn’t know the 
circumstances, it would seem, I 
think, like any other family.” 
Dugard’s two children had also 
been embraced by the family, 
Schulte said. 

“I don’t know what their 
awareness would be. But 
they are just so embraced by 
Terry, Jaycee’s mother, and by 
Shayna, her sister, their new 
aunt. And they’re very much 
seem to me to be enjoying the 
life they have now.”

Doctor: Burned Fla. teen ‘not out of woods yet’

MIAMI - A 15-year-old 
doused with rubbing alcohol 
and set on fire after he turned 
in another teen for trying to 
steal his father’s bicycle is at 
extremely high risk for organ 
failure and infection, his doctor 
said Wednesday. 

Michael Brewer was heavily 
sedated and breathing with a 
ventilator at Jackson Memorial 
Ryder Trauma Center and 
Dr. Nicholas Namias said 
he is doing as well as can be 
expected but is not “out of the 
woods yet.” 

Brewer’s troubles started when 
15-year-old Michael Bent 
gave him a video game and 
expected him to pay $40 for 
it, Broward County Sheriff’s 
Office spokesman Jim Leljedal. 
Brewer never paid for the 
game, which authorities would 
not identify, so Bent tried to 
steal a $500 custom bike that 
belonged to Brewer’s father, 
Leljedal said. 

Brewer called authorities over 
the weekend and Bent was 
arrested, then released Monday. 
Brewer refused to attend classes 
at his middle school that day 
and instead went to a Deerfield 
Beach apartment complex to 
visit a friend. He told deputies 
that while he was sitting by 
the swimming pool, he was 
splashed with rubbing alcohol 
and set ablaze.

for help and put out the flames 
with a fire extinguisher, said his 
sister, Malissa Durkee. The teen 
ripped off his shirt and jumped 
into the pool, but he was still 
burned over 65 percent of his 
body. 

Bent and four other teens — 15- 
year-old Denver Jarvis, Steven 
Shelton and Jesus Mendez and 
13-year-old Jeremy Jarvis — 
were charged with aggravated 
battery in the attack. Mendez 
also was charged with attempted 
second-degree murder because 
authorities say he flicked the 
lighter. 

Namias said Brewer’s face was 
not badly burned. But he said 
the teen suffered bums on his 


torso and arms and most of his 
hair, including his eyelashes, 
had also been burned off. He is 
expected to remain hospitalized 
for several months and is at 
extremely high risk of infection 
and organ failure. 

“This is a life-changing event,” 
Namias said. 

Bent and the Jarvis brothers 
were in court Tuesday and 
were ordered held in a juvenile 
detention center for 21 days. 
The South Florida Sun Sentinel 
reported that attorney Stephen 
Melnick said Jeremy Jarvis was 
“just there. He was not accused 
of actually doing it.” Attorneys 
for two others said they were 
“minimally involved.’Q

And the insurance industry 
may have unwittingly helped 
the case for public coverage 
with a report over the weekend 
asserting the Finance bill 
would raise premiums for 
everyone. 

Business groups and 
conservatives remain 

steadfastly opposed to 
government insurance 

formidable political 
opposition that shows no sign 
of weakening. So advocates 
are getting creative, trying 
to reformulate the “public 
option” in a way that can gain 
the 60 votes needed to clear 


the Senate. 

Instead of an all-or-nothing 
approach, they’re trying to 
provide choices. 

What if each state could 
decide whether to offer public 
coverage instead of having 
it decreed from Washington 
— as proposed by Sen. Tom 
Carper, D-Del.? 

What if states had a menu of 
options, from nonprofit co-ops 
to using their own employee 
health plans? 

What if public coverage were 
offered only as a backstop in 
areas where one insurer has a 
lock on the market? 

“We are all talking together, 
trying to find something that 


not everyone will love but the 
entire (Democratic) caucus 
will come to agreement on,” 
said Sen. Chuck Schumer, D- 
N.Y., who for months has been 
seeking a politically viable 
compromise. “It’s going to 
be something flexible, but not 
weak.” 

The lone Republican to back 
healthcareoverhaullegislation, 
Maine Sen. Olympia Snowe, 
has suggested a possible way 
out: allowing a public plan to 
kick in if competition among 
health insurance companies 
under a revamped system fails 
to bring down costs. Snowe 
is opposed to government 
insurance as a first-line 
solution. 

What if Snowe’s idea is 
combined with Carper’s state- 
by-state approach? 

“Those are all elements that 
one could easily fashion 
into an outcome that would 
seem to be elegant,” said 
economist Len Nichols of the 
New America Foundation. “It 
would show the left: ‘Look 
we will be there when we’re 
needed if coverage is not 
affordable.’ And it would 
show the right that this not 
some backdoor government 
takeover, because we’re only 
going where we’re needed, 


either if the states decide or 
if conditions are such that 
competition is needed.” 

What to do about the public 
plan is the most politically 
sensitive issue on the agenda 
of Senate Majority Leader 
Harry Reid, D-Nev., as he 
sets out to merge the Finance 
bill with a Senate health 
committee version that does 
include a government option. 
On Wednesday, top White 
House aides, including chief 
of staff Rahm Emanuel and 
Health Secretary Kathleen 
Sebelius, traveled to the 
Capitol to meet with Reid, 
Democratic Sen. Chris Dodd 
of Connecticut and Finance 
Committee Chairman Max 
Baucus, D-Mont., about 
combining the Finance bill 
with the Senate health panel 
measure. 

Reid is giving no hints. Asked 
Wednesday if he thought it 
was likely there would be a 
public plan in his merged bill, 
he responded: “I’m not betting 
on health care. ‘Likely’ is in a 
game of craps.” 

Republicans say the fix is in 
for a public plan. Behind the 
scenes, Democrats will take 
Baucus ’ middle-of-the-road 
plan and turn it hard to the 
left, they say. 


“We know that the bill 
written behind closed doors 
here in the Capitol will be 
another 1,000-page, trillion- 
dollar Washington takeover,” 
said Senate Republican 
leader Mitch McConnell of 
Kentucky. 

Democrats did try one new 
tack Wednesday, on an issue 
involving doctors. Senate 
Democrats are now pushing 
for quick passage of separate 
legislation to spare doctors a 
$247 billion cut in Medicare 
fees over a decade. That 
would raise federal deficits, 
but the White House says the 
increase should not count in 
the price tag for the health 
care overhaul. 

A senior Democratic aide said 
Reid is focused on what’s 
politically achievable. 

The public option is being 
assessed in terms of what 
it would mean for health 
care overall and, just as 
importantly, whether it 
can win approval, said the 
staff member, who spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because of the sensitivity of 
the negotiations. 

A drawback of the Finance bill 
is that its 10-year, $829 billion 
budget wouldn’t be enough to 
guarantee access to affordable 
health insurance for everyone. 
People with solid middle-class 
incomes who buy their own 
coverage would still have to 
pay hefty premiums — even 
after tax credits intended to 
help them out. 

For example, a family of 
four making $66,000 a year 
and headed by a 45-year- 
old would face $11,080 in 
premiums. After a tax credit 
of $3,182, the family in the 
example would still have 
to come up with $7,898 
— less than a mortgage but 
probably more than a year’s 
car payment. The ballpark 
figures come from the Kaiser 
Foundation’s Health Reform 
Subsidy Calculator. 

Because there isn’t enough 
money in the bill for 
everyone, the Congressional 
Budget Office projects the 
Finance bill would leave 
some 17 million citizens and 
lawful immigrants without 
coverage in 2019, when it’s 
fully phased in. The insurance 
industry study asserting that 
the Finance bill would raise 
premiums for everyone only 
added fuel to the fire. □

Chimp owner: Conn, woman 
was mauled on the lob

NEW HAVEN, Conn. - An 
attorney representing the 
owner of a chimpanzee that 
mauled and blinded a woman 
is calling the attack a work- 
related incident and said her 
family’s case should be treated 
like a workers’ compensation 
claim. 

The strategy, if successful, 
would severely limit potential 
damages in the case and 
insulate the chimp owner from 
personal liability. 

The 200-pound chimpanzee 
named Travis went berserk 
in February when his owner, 
Sandra Herold, asked her 
friend and employee Charla 
Nash to help lure him back 
into her house in Stamford. 
The animal ripped off Nash’s 
hands, nose, lips and eyelids, 
and she remains in stable 
condition at the Cleveland 
Clinic. 

Nash’s family filed a $50 
million lawsuit against Herold, 
saying she was negligent and 
reckless for lacking the ability 
to control “a wild animal with 
violent propensities.” 

But Herold’s attorney, Robert 
Golger, says in recent court 
papers that Nash was working 
as an employee of Herold’s 
tow truck company, Desire 
Me Motors, at the time of 
the attack. He argues that 
Travis was an integral part 
of the business, saying his 
picture was on the wrecker, he 
appeared at the garage daily 
and he attended numerous 
promotional events. 

The house where the attack 
occurred is a business office 
of the company, Golger said. 
Nash fed Travis, cleaned his 
play area and purchased his 


supplies as an employee, 
Golger contends. 

“It’s an unfortunate and tragic 
accident that happened in 
the workplace and should 
be subject to the provisions 
of the Connecticut workers’ 
compensation statutes,” 
Golger said Wednesday. 

Matt Newman, attorney 
for Nash’s family, said he 
disagrees with the argument 
but declined further comment. 
Under workers’ compensation, 
Nash would have her medical 
bills paid for by the employer’s 
insurance and would receive 
partial wage replacement, but 
would not get any money for 
pain and suffering that makes 
up a large part of jury awards in 
civil cases. Workers typically 
receive 65 to 75 percent of 
their wages. 

“It’s a steady smaller 
income that would be 
enormously dwarfed by a 
successful civil suit,” John 
Mastropietro, chairman of 
the Connecticut Workers 
Compensation Commission, 
said Wednesday. 

Paul Slager, an attorney in 
Stamford not involved in the 
case, says Golger is making “a 
pretty creative argument.” 

To win the argument, Herold 
will need to prove there 
was an employer-employee 
relationship and that Nash’s 
injuries were work-related. 
Nathan Shafner, a workers’ 
compensation attorney in 
Connecticut, called the tactic 
“a very sellable argument” 
and thinks it could prevail. 

The strategy leaves Nash’s 
side in a quandary because 
they only have one year to 
file a workers’ compensation 
claim, Shafner said. If they 
fail to file that claim and lose 
the civil case, they could be

left with no remedy, he said.

The problems are unlikely to 
end there. Even if the Afghans 
were to pull it off, there’s no 
guarantee that another ballot 
— which seems increasingly 
probable — would produce a 
reliable partner for the U.S. 
and its allies in confronting 


the Taliban-led insurgency. 
Election officials are expected 
to rule within days on fraud 
allegations over the Aug. 20 
election. 

The vote was marred by 
charges of ballot-stuffing 
and voter coercion, mostly to 
the benefit of the incumbent, 
President Hamid Karzai. 


Preliminary results show 
Karzai won with about 54 
percent. But if the U.N.- 
backed Electoral Complaints 
Commission discards enough 
of the votes for Karzai, it could 
drop the president’s total below 
50 percent. That would force a 
runoff with the top challenger, 
Abdullah Abdullah. 

The electoral tumult already 
has thrown the country into a 
political crisis and cast doubt 
on a key pillar of the NATO 
strategy in Afghanistan — 
partnering with a legitimate 
Afghan government capable of 
winning broad public support 
against the Taliban and its al- 
Qaida allies. 

President Barack Obama is 
trying to decide whether to 
send in tens of thousands more 
U.S. troops and whether it is 
worth backing a government 
that has lost much of its 
legitimacy through corruption 
and alleged electoral fraud. 

If the commission announces 
that Karzai does not have 
enough votes for a first-round 



win, Afghan law requires 
a runoff within two weeks. 
Election officials say it will 
take that long to prepare for a 
new vote. 

That would push the balloting 
into early November — just 
ahead of the advent of winter, 
which usually begins in most 
of the country in the second 
half of the month. 

In the far northern province of 
Badakhshan, snow already has 
fallen. Deputy Gov. Shams- 
ul Rahman said a snowstorm 
about two weeks ago closed 
many remote roads. 

Once the first snows fall 
across the rest of the country, 
it will be difficult to transport 
ballots to and from Kabul over 
Afghanistan’s primitive road 
system, especially through 
mountain passes that rise as 
high as 10,000 feet. Many 
rural Afghans would probably 
stay at home rather than travel 
to polling stations in the fierce 
cold. 

“It’s hard in cold weather to 
come by donkey or foot,” said 


Mohammad Nader Fahimi, 
the deputy governor of central 
Bamiyan province. 

With a possible runoff 
looming, election officials 
have gathered materials 
including ballots, indelible 
ink and counting sheets in 
the capital so they can be 
distributed to the provinces on 
short notice. 

Distributing ballots is only one 
of the problems facing Afghan 
authorities. 

“Challenges remain, including 
hiring and training polling 
center staff and making sure 
people complicit in first-round 
vote fraud are not rehired,” 
said Timothy Michael Carney, 
a retired U.S. ambassador who 
runs the U.S. election support 
team. “And of course the 
important aspect of ensuring 
security for a possible second 
round.” 

The Independent Election 
Commission, the Afghan body 
that runs elections, must also 
complete the list of polling 
stations. □ 
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Putin: Iran sanctions talk premature

BEIJING - Russian Prime Minister Vladimir 
Putin criticized talk of sanctions against Iran on 
Wednesday, undermining U.S. efforts to present a 
united front against Tehran’s nuclear program at a 
crucial moment. 

Putin’s comments in China came a day after 
Russia’s foreign minister, at Hillary Rodham 
Clinton’s side in Moscow, said threatening 
sanctions was “counterproductive.” 

Russia’s growing hostility to even discussing 
sanctions comes shortly after President Barack 
Obama canceled plans to build a missile defense 
shield in Europe. That was seen by some as a 


concession to Russia in hopes of persuading it 
to put more pressure on Iran to open its nuclear 
program for inspection. 

The U.S. and a number of other countries 
contend the program is meant to develop nuclear 
weapons. 

“If we speak about some kind of sanctions now, 
before we take concrete steps, we will fail to create 
favorable conditions for negotiations,” Putin said. 
“That is why we consider such talk premature.” 
Putin’s words served as a parting shot at the U.S. 
Secretary of State, who wound up a two-day visit 
to Russia as part of an effort to mend relations. 
She came to Moscow seeking solidarity for a firm 
warning to Iran of the consequences of refusing to 
stop enriching uranium and come clean about its 
nuclear activities. 

Speaking to reporters shortly returning home from 
Beijing, Putin sounded less cooperative on Iran 
than President Dmitry Medvedev, who said after a 
meeting with Obama in New York last month that 
sanctions are sometimes inevitable. 

Ever since, Russian officials have been backtracking 
from that remark, at least in public, while insisting 
they are not. 

They have by no means ruled out sanctions. But 
Medvedev did not mention the word at a news 
conference in Pittsburgh two days later, and now 
both Foreign Minister Sergey Lavrov and Putin 
have emphasized that the focus, for the time being, 
must be on diplomacy. 

“We must hold negotiations and search for 
compromises. If they are not found, then we will 
see what happens next,” Putin said. He said that, if 
talks “fail to take place or end in a fiasco, then we 
could talk about further steps.” 

Putin said there was no contradiction between 
his statements on the issue and Medvedev’s. 
Lavrov said the same thing Tuesday, explaining 
that Medvedev’s statement about sanctions last 


month meant that penalties would be considered 
only when all political and diplomatic efforts are 
exhausted. 

But the shifting tone seems to have frustrated 
the United States, which believes it is critical to 
get tangible support from Moscow for at least 
considering new sanctions to make international 
pressure more likely to work. 

Putin made it clear Russia disagrees. 

“We believe that we should treat this issue with 
caution, and there is no need to scare the Iranians,” 
he said. 

Russia has walked a fine line on Iran for years. It is 
one of the six powers leading efforts to ensure Iran 
does not develop an atomic bomb. But it has close 
ties with Iran, a regional power close to Russia’s 
vulnerable southern flank, and it is building the 
country’s first nuclear power plant. 

Along with China, Russia has used its clout as a 
veto-wielding U.N. Security Council member to 
water down previous sanctions against Iran. In 
contrast with the United States, Russian officials 
have repeatedly said they see no evidence Iran is 
seeking nuclear weapons. 

Putin repeated that last month, and warned against 
the use of sanctions or force. 

Since then, Iran has disclosed a previously secret 
uranium enrichment site. And Russian-American 
ties improved after Obama dropped plans to base 
missile defense facilities in Poland and the Czech 
Republic. 

In the U.S. trip last month, Medvedev said the 
revelation of the enrichment site near the holy city 
of Qom raised “serious concerns” and urged Iran 
to prove its nuclear program is peaceful. In China 
on Wednesday, Putin had what for him amounts to 
enthusiastic praise for the shift in missile defense, 
saying Russia is “completely satisfied with that 
decision” and that its leadership “has reacted with 
understanding and gratitude.” Q

BAGHDAD - At least 85,000 
Iraqis lost their lives from 
2004-2008 in violence, the 
government said in its first 
comprehensive official tally 
released since the war began. 
The report by the Human 
Rights Ministry said 85,694 
people were killed from 
the beginning of 2004 to 
Oct. 31, 2008 and 147,195 
were wounded. It counted 
Iraqi civilians, military and 
police but did not cover U.S. 
military deaths, insurgents, 
or foreigners, including 
contractors or U.S. forces. 
And it did not include the first 
months of the war after the 
2003 U.S.-led invasion. 

The Associated Press reported 
in April that the government 
had recorded 87,215 Iraqi 
deaths from 2005 to February 
2009, a toll very similar to the 
latest release. It was based on 
government statistics obtained 
by the AP and covered violence 
ranging from catastrophic 
bombings to execution-style 
slayings. 

Until the AP report, the 
government’s toll of Iraqi 
deaths had been one of the 
most closely guarded secrets 
of the war. It has been hotly 


disputed because of the high 
political stakes in a war 
opposed by many countries 
and by a large portion of the 
American public. Critics on 
each side accuse the other of 
manipulating the toll to sway 
public opinion. 

The ministry’s report came 
out late Tuesday as part of a 
larger study on human rights 
in the country. It described 
the years that followed the 
invasion, which toppled 
Saddam Hussein’s regime, as 
extremely violent. 

“Through the terrorist 

attacks like explosions, 
assassinations, kidnappings 
and forced displacements, the 
outlawed groups have created 
these terrible figures which 
represent a big challenge for 
the rule of law and for the 
Iraqi people,” it said. 

Violence has declined 
dramatically since the worst 
years, but almost every person 
in Iraq has been touched by the 
violence. Insurgents continue 
to target civilians, especially 
Shiites and their shrines. 

Iraq’s death toll continued to 
climb on Wednesday when 
three near simultaneous blasts 
struck the southern Shiite 
holy city of Karbala. At least 
six people were killed, Iraqi 


police and medical officials 
said. 

The ministry’s report said 
1,279 children and 2,334 
women were killed in the 
five-year period covered. 
It said 263 university 
professors, 21 judges, 95 
lawyers and 269 journalists 
were killed, singling out some 
of the professions which 
were specifically targeted as 
the country descended into 
chaos. 

According to the report, 2006 
was the deadliest year with 
32,622 killed or found dead. 
The toll for 2004 was 11,313, 
rising to 15,817 the next year. 
The second deadliest year in 
the period covered was 2007 
with 19,155 killed or found 
dead. The toll fell to 6,787 in 
2008, the lowest yearly count 
for the period. 

The toll also included 15,000 
unidentified bodies not 
claimed by families and buried 
in special cemeteries. At least 
10,000 people were also listed 
as missing. But Human Rights 
Ministry official Kamail Amin 
said it was not known whether 
there was overlap between 
the missing and unidentified 
counts. 

As Iraq became increasingly 
violent following the 2003 
invasion, it also became 
increasingly difficult to 
independently track death 
figures. 

Statistics from the initial 
months of the war have been 
extremely difficult to obtain as 
there was no functioning Iraqi 
government during that time 
and the interim government 
was not seated until mid-2004. 
The difficulties of quantifying 
the loss were compounded by 
the fact that records were not 
always compiled centrally, 
and the brutal insurgency 
sharply limited on-the-scene 
reporting. The U.S. military 
never shared its data. 

“The situation was chaotic 
and there was an absence of 
government institutions. The 
whole country was in total 
anarchy,” Amin said, referring 
to 2003. 

The number obtained by the 
AP was a minimum count of 
violent deaths. The official 
who provided the data to 
the AP estimated the actual 
number of deaths was 10 to 


20 percent higher because 
thousands are still missing and 
civilians were buried in the 
chaos of war without official 
records. 

Combined with tallies based 
on hospital sources and media 
reports since the beginning 
of the war and an in-depth 
review of available evidence 
by the AP, the figures showed 
that more than 110,600 Iraqis 
had died in violence since the 
2003 U.S.-led invasion and up 
through early 2009. 

The most recent numbers from 
Iraq Body Count, a private 
London-based group that has 
tracked civilian casualties 
since the war began, puts the 
number of civilian casualties 
as of Oct. 14 at 93,540. 

The toll released Tuesday was 
based on death certificates 
issued by the Health Ministry. 
The tolls measure only violent 
deaths — people killed in 
attacks such as the shootings, 
bombings, mortar attacks and 
beheadings that have ravaged 
Iraq. They exclude indirect 
factors such as damage to 
infrastructure, health care and 
stress that caused thousands 
more to die. 

Some experts favor cluster 
surveys, in which conclusions 
are drawn from a select 
sampling of households. The 
largest cluster survey in Iraq 
was conducted in 2007 by the

World Health Organization 
and the Iraqi government. It 
concluded that about 151,000 
Iraqis had died from violence 
in the 2003-05 period, but that 
included insurgents. 

A more controversial cluster 
study conducted between May 
and July2006by Johns Hopkins 
University in Baltimore and 
Al-Mustansiriya University 
in Baghdad, published in 
the Lancet medical journal, 
estimated that 601,027 Iraqis 
had died due to violence. The 
authors said roughly 50,000 
more died from nonviolent 
causes such as heart disease 
and cancer because of 
deteriorating health conditions 
caused by the war. 

Critics argue that such surveys 
are flawed in Iraq because the 
security situation prevents a 
proper sampling. They also 
have margins of error that 
could skew the numbers by 
the tens of thousands. 

While the Pentagon maintains 
meticulous records of the 
number of American troops 
killed — at least 4,349 
as of Wednesday — it 
does not publicly release 
comprehensive Iraqi casualty 
figures. American units around 
the country do compile figures, 
drawing them mostly from the 
Iraqi military. They are not 
released publicly but are used 
to determine trendsQ

London warns north-south row 
threatens Sudan elections 

KHARTOUM (AFP) - London warned after talks in 
Sudan on Wednesday that persistent differences between 
the country’s civil war foes threaten to further delay long- 
promised elections. 

The planned elections have already been twice postponed 
amid differences between the Khartoum government and the 
southern former rebel Sudan People’s Liberation Movement 
(SPLM) over a planned census and a new electoral law. 
“There has got to be agreement; people have got to sit down 
and reach a conclusion in order for Sudanese people to be 
able to participate in genuinely free and fair elections,” said 
Minister of State for International Development Gareth 
Thomas. 

“The political parties do need to resolve their differences on 
the implementation of the census ... and agreements that need 
to be reached in advance for the election to take place,” he 
added. 

Britain is the former colonial power in Sudan. Thomas, who 
was to head to south Sudan on Thursday for talks with SPLM 
officials, is the first British minister to visit since July 2008. 
Sudan’s relations with the West deteriorated sharply in March 
after the International Criminal Court issued a warrant for 
the arrest of President Omar al-Beshir for alleged war crimes 
in Darfur. 

Thomas also spoke out against a spate of kidnappings of aid 
workers and UN staff in the western Sudanese region since 
March. 

Two staff of the Irish aid agency Goal remain in capitivity 
more than 100 days after being abducted, while two civilian 
staff of the joint UN-African Union Mission in Darfur 
(UNAMID) have been held since late August. 

“We have got to end the culture of impunity,” Thomas said. 
“The rhetoric has been changing and that is encouraging, and 
we need so see that continue. We need to see the government 
take all the steps it can to crack down on kidnappers.”□

WELLINGTON (AFP) - An 
earthquake of magnitude 6.0 
struck off the South Pacific 
island nation of Samoa on 
Thursday, seismologists 
reported, two weeks after a 
violent quake caused a tsunami 
that devastated Tonga, Samoa 
and American Samoa. 

No immediate tsunami alert 
was issued by the Pacific 
Tsunami Warning Center in 
Hawaii following the quake, 
which struck at 6:00 am (1800 
GMT Wednesday) at a narrow 
depth of 10 kilometres (six 
miles). 

The epicentre was 365 
kilometres southwest the 
Samoan capital of Apia, the 
US Geological Survey said. 
Samoa was devastated by 
huge waves that struck 
on September 29 after an 
8.0 magnitude earthquake 
smashed into the southern 
coast of the most populated 
island of Upolu. 

Nearly 150 people were 
killed in Samoa while 
another 32 were confirmed 
dead in neighbouring 
American Samoa and nine 
on Tonga’s northern island of 


Niuatoputapu. 

Samoans relived the terror 
on October 8 when a 7.8 
earthquake near Vanuatu — 
followed in quick succession 
by two more tremors over 
7.0 — sparked a Pacific-wide 
tsunami alert. 

Panicking residents caused 


traffic gridlock in the capital 
Apia and homeless survivors 
from September’s tsunami 
fled their makeshift hill camps 
to run higher up the slopes. 

A second tsunami was 
not generated but the alert 
inflamed emotions still raw 
from a week earlier.

Torre planned to skip Randy Wolf and pitch 
Clayton Kershaw if a Game 5 was necessary 
in the National League Division Series, so 
it was no surprise that Torre on Wednesday 
named Kershaw to start Game 1 of the NL 
Championship Series that opens Thursday 
against Philadelphia.

games are won by hard-throwers, Kershaw 
fits that better than Wolf, who started Game 1 
against the Cards. While Vicente Padilla shut 
down a demoralized Cardinals club in Game 
3, Kershaw is the one Dodgers starter with 
the ability to dominate an opposing lineup, 
especially one loaded with left-handed 
sluggers like the Phillies. 

For proof, Kershaw finished the regular 
season with a league-leading .200 opponents 
batting average and .173 against left-handers, 
allowing only one home run to a lefty (Brad 
Hawpe) in 139 at-bats. Kershaw allowed 
seven home runs this year, four homers in 
four April starts and only three homers in the 
27 starts since. 

He has had career success against Philadelphia 
first baseman Ryan Howard (l-for-8 with 
three RBIs) and outfielder Shane Victorino 
(l-for-8), but Chase Utley (3-for-10 with 
a home run) and Raul Ibanez (2-for-5 with 
two doubles and three RBIs) have given him 
trouble.

has basically nothing to lose,” said Djokovic, who is coming off 
a win in Beijing last week.

Dominicana crea 37 nuevas

SANTO DOMINGO (AP) - El gobierno dominicano creo 37 
nuevas areas protegidas que pasan a formar parte del patrimonio 
natural del pais caribeno. 

El poder ejecutivo elevo a la categoria de areas protegidas a 
varios parques y monumentos naturales, reservas biologicas 
y cientificas, santuarios marinos y refugios de vida silvestre, 
informo el miercoles en un comunicado el ministerio de Medio 
Ambiente. 

El decreto tambien dispone la realizacion de un inventario 
nacional de varios humedales y crea una franja de proteccion de 
250 metros alrededor del vaso de todas las presas de la nacion. 
“La medida busca garantizar la conservacion del patrimonio 
natural y cultural de la nacion, la estabilidad de su sistema 
ecologico, la proteccion de las cuencas hidrograficas, la 
produccion de agua, la prevencion de desastres naturales y 
moderacion del cambio climatico”, indico el comunicado. 

Las nuevas zonas se suman a otras 12 que ya existen, entre lagos, 
reservas, parques y saltos de agua. Los ambientalistas suelen 
denunciar un deterioro ecologico creciente y que la mayoria 
de las especies del bosque seco fueron extraidas en las ultimas 
decadas para fines comerciales (lena o carbon), mientras igual 
riesgo padece el bosque humedo, habitat natural de las especies 
de flora y fauna y regulador del clima. Republica Dominicana 
ocupa 48,442 kilometros cuadrados, las dos terceras partes de la 
isla Espanola, que comparte con Haiti.□

El decreto, paso previo a la expropiacion, se 
convirtio en ley tras su publicacion el 9 de 
octubre en la Gaceta Oficial. De acuerdo al 
escrito, el presidente decreto la “adquisicion 
forzosa de los activos, bienes muebles e 


inmuebles, y bienhechurias... propiedad 
de las empresas Inversiones Pueblamar y 
Desarrollos M.B.K, C. A.”, empresas que hasta 
ahora no se han pronunciado al respecto. 
Morejon destaco que la toma se esta realizando 
a puertas abiertas y que los 13.000 socios de 
tiempo compartido podran seguir disfrutando 
de los espacios del hotel y se respetaran sus 
condiciones contractuales. 

“Sientanse seguros todos los operadores 
(turisticos), todos los que tengan 
compromisos... que nosotros vamos a dar 
fiel cumplimiento de todos esos contratos”, 
acoto.
